airliners namely : 


I. POSTAL L ARCELS AND LETTER PAUKETS FROM TOREIGN ORTS OUT OF INDIA 

(i) Landing 
( 1) The boxes or bag containing the parcels shall be appropriately labelled , 
6 . g ., " Postal Parcels ( Colis l ostaux ), " L arcul Pont " , " Parcel Mail” , 
" Letter Mail " and as such will be allowed to land and pass , either with or 
separately from the regular mails, at the Forcign Parcel Department of the 
Government Post Offices in the case of ports of Calcutta and Madras , at, tho 
Foreign l ost in tho one of the port of Bombay and at the Foreign Purcel 
Department of the Post Office at Madura in the case of the port of Dhanush 
kodi, at the Sorting Air Mail Offich at Delhi in tho case of air -port of Delhi and 
ut the foreign Parcel Department at Golakganj in the case of the Land Customs 
Station at Golakganj in Assain . 

( ii ) Clearing . 
( 2) ( a ) The Postmaster shall , on receipt of the parcel mail , hand over to 
the Principal Postal Appraiser , (u ) a memo. showing the total nuinber of 
parcels received by that mail from each country of origin , (b ) parcel bills (in 
triplicate ) in the form Approved by the Chief Customs Officer , or tho genders 
declarations and any othor relevant documents that may be required for the 
preparation of the parcel bills by the Customs Department, (c ) the relative 
Custoins declarations and dospatch notes (if any) and (d ) any other information 
required in connection with the prepuration of the parcel bills which the Post 
Office is able to furnish . 

( b ) Tho Postmaster , shall, on recoipt of letter mail bags and in consultation 
with the P . P . A . get the bags opened and scrutinized under the supervision of 
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the Customs Appriset with view to detain all packets suspected to contain 
dutiuble urticles , l he puckety thus detuned will be presented in duo course to 
the Customs Appraiser with letter mail Bill and assessment memos for assess 
mont as por lile 6 B . 

( 3 ) On receipt of these documents , the Customs Appraisers shall scrutinise 
the particulars given therein and shall mark off on the rolative declarations or 
purvel bills , AS 1111y from timo to time be directed , all parcels required to be 
detained for examination either for want of necessary particulars or chefootive 
description or suspecter ini declaration vi undervaluation of contents . Thoy 
shall assess the remaining parcely by showing the rates of duty on the declara 
tions or parcel bills as the case may be for this purpose they will genorally 
be guided by the particulars given in the parcel bills or Customs declarations 
und despatch noths (11 any) When any invoice, document or inforination is 
required whereby tho l eal value , quantity or chescription of the contents of 
parcel can be ascertained , the addiesce may bc culled upon to produce or 
furnish such invoice , document and information . 

( 4 ) The Customs clerku shall thon transcribe on to the parcel bill whenover 
necessary the values from the clorurations and nfter converting thon into Indian 
cum oncy at the ruling rates of exchange shall calculato and enter the amount 
of duty The parcel bills with the declarations so completed, shall then ho 
uudited by the Audit clerks and the original and duplicate copies shall be 
returned to the Postmaster with as littlo delay as possible , the triplicate being 
retained in the Custom , Departinent 

(5 ) Tho Postinuster shall then detain all parcels inarked for detention in 
the manner indicated above, and shall allow the rest to go forward for delivery 
to addresses on payment of the duty murked on each parcel 

(6 ) (a ) As soon as the detainel parcels are really for examination , they shall 
be submitt -d together with the purcel bill to the customs App ljners , who 
after examining them and filling in dotull of contents of value in the parcel 
billy will note tho rate and amount of cluty against each itein . The reinarks 
“ Examinod shall be entered by the Appraisel against the entry in the parcel 
bill relating to cach parcel examined by hin The parcel bill shall then be 
audited and tho original and triplicate cop . As returned to the Postmaster , tho 
duplicate being retained in the Customs Department. 

(b ) As soon as packets detainod us per rulo 2 (b ) are ready for examination 
and assessment they shall be subinitted together with the relative letter mail 
Bill and assessment inemos to the Customs Appraising Officer who , after 
examining them and filling in dotails ot contents of value in the Bill will note 
the rute and amount of duty against ouch item He will likewise fill in these 
details on the ussessment Memo to be forwarded along with each packet The 
hill and the assessment momo shull then be audited . 


(7 ) All parcels or packets required to be opened for Customs examination 
shall be opened and after examination roclosod by the Post Office Officials , and 
shall then be sealed by them with a distinctive Seal The parcols or packets 
will reinain throughout in the custody of the lost Office Officials , but if it comes 
to the knowledyo of the Appraiser at the time of examining any parcel or 
packet that its contents are damaged or short a note thereof shall be made on 
the parcel or packot bill. 


(8 ) It on examination the contents of any parcel or packet are found to be 
misdescribed or the value understated or to consist of prohibited goods such 
parcols or packots shall be detained and roported to the Customs Colloctor , 
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and the Postmastor shall not allow such purcels or pachuts to go forward witli 
out the Customs Collector s orders . 

(9 ) The duties as assessed by the Custoiny Appraisor and notod in the 
parvel bill or latter mail bill shall be recovered by the Post Office from the 
Addressess at the time of dolivery to them . The credit for tho total amount 
of duty cortified by the Customs Appraisers at the end of each bill shall be 
given by the lost Office to tho Customs Department in accordance with the 
procedue shitjord between the two Departinents from timo to time. 

( 10 ) The duties imposed by thoso rules upon Customs Appraisers shall bo 
performed at Madura by such Officer us tlie Chief Custoins Officer may deter 
Inine . 

(11) The parcel bills or letter mul bill and other documents on which 
Ensement is made shall remain in the custody of the Post Office , but the 
duplicate , where theso are prepured , shall be kept in the Customs Department 
for denling with claims for refunda , cte , and shall be preservod for three yoars .
